ANNUAL REPORT 


The Thornton Public Library Trustees organized after town elections in 
March with Kathy-Jean Ulhman as Chairman, Ann Hoey as Treasurer, Ethel 
DeGrace as Secretary and Debra Fraser as Librarian. 


Mrs. Fraser, librarian, reports a slight increase over last year, of the number 
of books circulated. Of the 3600 books lent, the majority were from the Junior 
Section. The library presently boasts 6550 volumes with an average weekly 
patronage of 92-98 borrowers. We continue to see an increase in volumes ob- 
tained due to the generosity and support of the community, for which we are 
ever thankful. The Trust Funds continue to be a source by which we may pur- 
chase up to date resource materials for the libraries already excellent reference 
division. 

Due to the increased populace in Thornton and the demand for books as 
both resource and pleasure reading, our budget for books purchased was over- 
spent, causing us to put off yet another year our purchasing of new shelving. 


Mrs. Fraser conducted a “Summer Story Hour” for children on Tuesdays 
during the latter part of July and early August. This story hour was accom- 
panied with arts and crafts as they pertained. 


The elementary children continue to make good use of the library during the 
school year. With such a large emphasis, this year particularly, on literacy in 
this country, we are thankful for our public library and encourage everyone to 
stop in to see what we are able to offer for your use.

Another year has passed and it has been a busy one for the Fire Dept. as well 
as the Fast Squad. The report on each section’s activity is found on another 


page. 
If one stops and thinks, it is not hard to figure out why these departments are 


busy. There are a lot more buildings around in the towns and more being built 
all the time. 


This leads to the important part to you as tax payers. Yes, our budget will 
take the largest jump this year that it has ever taken. The department has held 
the line for the last few years until 1986. We had to go up some then to try and 
estimate our insurance cost. We missed it, so this year we ran on a real tight 
budget with no money to pay the fire commissioners (which was their choice) 
and no money to buy new equipment, only the bare necessities to get us by. 
This year we must increase again to cover the insurance raise and so we can 
purchase equipment to replace our worn out equipment and we really need 
some new portable pumps. Also, the men’s fighting clothes are in tough shape 
due to being used so much. We must buy about 10 new suits for the firemen, 
which is a goodly sum. Yet the Commissioners feel the least the town can do 
is give these volunteers the best clothing and equipment to fight fires. 


We all would be very happy if they never were called out, but that is not the 
case. 


We are still looking for another tanker, cheap, and in good shape, which is 
a big order in this day. 


Our Fire Dispatch Service will take another jump this year but we need it 
and is still much cheaper than manning our own system. 


The Commissioners on behalf of the Fire Dept. and Fast Squad want to 
thank all the people of Campton-Thornton for their help over the year. A spec- 
ial thanks to the Women’s Auxiliary of the Fire Dept. We ask that you all sup- 
port our budget for 1987. The Commissioners will do all they can to operate a 
good Fire Dept. and Fast Squad as cheap as possible yet give you the best 
coverage possible. 


Please give them your support, they are doing a fine job.

Joan Chabot, Abby Frizzell, Mary Moulton and Mary Robertson deliver 
homemaker/home health aide services to our patients in need of this type of 
care. 


In September, Kathleen Maiorano from Warren joined the staff as a regis- 
tered nurse, and in October, Terry McKinley from Rumney joined us. Both 
are experienced in home care. Elaine Vieira, RN left the agency after seven 
years and in July Beverly Y. Labrique, Administrative Assistant retired after 
twelve years with the Pemi-Baker.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 


What is the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District? 


The Pemi-Baker Resource Recovery Ad Hoc Committee was formed in 
early 1983 to study regional solid waste disposal. Gershman, Brickner & 
Bratton were contracted to evaluate the feasibility of a waste-to-energy plant 
at the College. It was determined that an insufficient amount of trash was av- 
ailable to make this option a cost effective solution. 


In January 1984, the Ad Hoc Committee became an organized District 
sanctioned by RSA 149-M (taking the name Pemi-Baker Solid Waste Dis- 
trict). During the subsequent years, members from each town met regularly to 
develop a regional solution to the disposal dilemma. 


Options Investigated 


In February 1986, required District Plan options were submitted to and ac- 
cepted by the State which summarized the previous two years of work. Alter- 
natives were investigated including straight incineration, transfer to other 
facilities, primary landfills, purchase and upgrade of the Plymouth Facility 
(see the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District Report, February 1986). | 


The Best Alternative 


After months of debate and intense discussion, the District has developed a 
proposal to buy out the Plymouth Facility in a cooperative fashion as allowed 
by RSA 53-B. Under this agreement, each town appoints representatives to 
serve on the District Board of Directors. The BOD are the governing body and 
make policy decisions concerning the project. 


The Proposal includes the purchase and upgrade of the existing Plymouth 
Incinerator/Recycling Center. Since the Center is currently at capacity, the 
District has included in the Proposal’s price the cost of a continuous feed 50 
ton per day modular unit. The recently approved landfill will be used for on- 
site ash disposal for approximately five years (possibly more). By the end of 
its lifetime, a new secure lined landfill or transfer option will have to be avail- 
able. Costs for this have been included in the Proposal. 
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What’s the Next Step? 


In order to be sure that this Proposal is the best alternative, finer details 
must be investigated. Questions must be answered by the State, Engineering 
Firms, Legal Counselors and Financiers. Approximately 90 days of a coor- 
dinator’s time, 100 days of an engineer’s time and 3 days of both a lawyer and 
a financial consultant’s time is estimated necessary for the complete analysis 
of this proposal. The total cost is estimated to be $34,000 and the Proposal 
should be complete within six months of the Town Meeting. 


Financial participation shall be determined according to each town’s solid 
waste contribution to the District total. Below is a percentage breakdown of 
the Pemi-Baker towns’ waste production:

Our Planning Board meets twice a month at the Thornton Fire Station on 
Route 3. Regular Business Meetings are held at 3:00 P.M. every second 
Thursday of each month, and hearings are held at 7:00 P.M. on every third 
Thursday of each month. Our Board members present at these meetings are: 
John March, Chairman, Thomas Anderson, Selectman, William Cantlin, 
Barbara Sellingham, Jeff Gaudet, Albert McNamara and James Dugan. 


1986 has been a busy and productive year for our Board. Our Master Plan is 
presently being prepared by North Country Council. We have adopted Exca- 
vation Regulations to go along with State Mandate RSA 155E, and have made 
some substantial changes to our Sub-division Regulations. Our Board has had 
34 sub-divisions pass through in 1986 and finalized. From these sub-divisions 
we can expect to see approximately 129 new house lots and 179 condominium 
units cropping up in various parts of Town. 


This coming year our Planning Board will be working towards preserving 
our natural waters, providing fire ponds and/or dry hydrants in our new de- 
velopments, requiring bonds to be posted for our new roads, and making 
necessary changes to our ordinances and regulations to fit the needs of today.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
Annual Report 


Calendar year 1986 was a busy and productive year for the North Country 
Council as it continued to provide a wide range of assistance to towns and 
cities in the North Country. 


The Council is a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH 
RSA 36:45 and is responsible for providing its member communities assist- 
ance in local community planning, economic development, solid waste, 
transportation, and various other community services. Besides the direct as- 
sistance the Council provides each member community, it is an advocate for 
all North Country towns in legislative and funding issues at the state and fed- 
eral governments. 


Growth and development is no longer unique to southern New Hampshire; 
North Country towns are experiencing similar growth pressures. The Council 
recognizes the impacts associated with this development to schools, roads, 
waste disposal, water, etc. The Council +s dedicated to assisting town officials 
with these complicated issues. Because most of the Council member towns do 
not have a staff of their own to do the research, answer the questions and re- 
spond to incoming requests, the Council has revised the way we help member 
towns. Now, each town has a staff person assigned to assist the local officials 
of that town with their daily needs. In this way, the Council serves its mem- 
bership more efficiently. 


In Thornton, the Council coordinated and assisted with planning tasks of 
the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District and submitted the 10-year plan to the 
State. We also gave advice on Gravel Pit Regulations and started development 
of the Town Master Plan. 


Economic development is an important part of the Council’s overall agency 
mission. This year the Council developed two marketing products: a regional 
brochure promoting the region and community profiles which the ten growth 
communities in the region are using to market their industrial development 
potential. The Council also produced a series of magazine advertisements, 
along with a display at the Eastern States Exposition, promoting the North 
Country as the sensible place to do business. The Council is now developing 
a workshop series on industrial development marketing for local officials in 
the region who are actively seeking economic development. 


This past summer the Council co-sponsored the very successful North 
Country legislative tour. Over 285 legislators and their guests toured the 
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North Country getting a glimpse of the life, economy, and culture that makes 
our region unique. A follow-up legislative reception was held in December to 
develop a legislative agenda for 1987. The tour and reception should have fu- 
ture beneficial legislative impact to the North Country. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to several towns on 
federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year saw the Council ad- 
minister over $3.0 million in Community Developmment Block Grant funds. 
The funds cover such activities as housing rehabilitation, downtown revitali- 
zation, business revolving loan funds, and housing rehabilitation feasibility 
studies. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and im- 
provement in local land use controls. New state mandates and commercial and 
residential growth in several towns have created busy work loads for planning 
boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: regional workshops, 
newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on a regular or one- 
time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the 
NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered such topics as 
local planning board procedures, administration and enforcement of ordi- 
nances and review of recent court cases and state law changes regarding local 
land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns 
in solving local and regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involve- 
ment of town officials and residents and look forward to assisting your town 
this coming year.

REPORT OF GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


We appreciate the opportunity to submit the following report in our con- 
tinuing effort to directly communicate with our constituents realizing your 
concerns and our accountability for a fiscally conservative budget. 


We have heard that budget message and continually strive to meet man- 
dated and essential services in the most efficient and effective, yet economical 
manner possible. This has been reflected in tight county budgets the last two 
years, resulting in decreased county tax requirements. Some towns may have 
seen increased county taxes due to evaluation and apportionment formula 
used by the N.H. Dept. of Revenue Administration. However, public services 
at the county level still usually reflect more equitable distribution of tax dol- 
lars. County tax averages 6.2% of base property taxes. 


The county is facing the same problems in the insurance market as the 
towns. However, we have joined in the N.H. Municipal Association’s insur- 
ance programs for most coverage needs at reasonable cost. We shall also have 
to deal with the loss of Revenue Sharing funds in the next budget. 


It is too early to make a comprehensive report on the new welfare system 
under Senate Bill-1. We do know that with the change in program liabilities, 
county costs will substantially increase, and towns should realize a decrease 
in welfare assistance payments. County focus under SB-1 is to serve the needs 
of the children, the elderly and disabled. Because the north country is growing 
with changing needs, growth in the elderly population, and expanded service 
requirements, we must look to the future to meet those needs. 


The House of Correction occupancy figures have grown dramatically due 
to week-end sentencing, new DWI laws, and continuous one year sentencing 
to avoid incarceration at state prison, causing overcrowding at the Correc- 
tional facility. One option now under consideration is the construction of a 
two story dormitory type addition for 30 beds. The result would be a net in- 
crease of 18 beds meeting space standards under a plan in line with previous 
jail study recommendations, and at far less cost than a new facility. 


The farm continues to be self-supporting, provides work for inmates, and 
offers access for experimental projects. The Register of Deeds net profit mar- 
gin is 3.6% of county revenues. The Sheriff’s Dept. provides essential ser- 
vices in transport, superior court, dispatch, and other law enforcement ac- 
tivities, with increased revenue in fees. The Nursing Home is one of the finest 
in the state. 
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We are proud of our county; of the dedicated staff, exemplary services and 
high standard facilities. Commissioners meet weekly, and encourage public 
attendance. We welcome facility tours. Our thanks and appreciation to all.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
1986 


| appreciate the opportunity to submit my first annual report as school nurse 
at Thornton Central School. To begin with, I’d like to thank all health person- 
nel, physicians and parents for their cooperation and support. 


The school nurse is at Thornton School 1 day each week. Some of my time 
is spent with individual students treating injuries, checking medical prob- 
lems, discussing health matters, and making and following up of referrals. 
The nurse also acts as a resource person for the parents and school personnel. 
The State of New Hampshire Annual School Services Report is to be com- 
pleted by the nurse at the end of each school year. 


The Annual State of New Hampshire Bureau of Communicable Disease 
Control immunization audit has been completed and submitted. All students 
in Thornton School have been fully immunized in compliance with the State 
requirements against tetnus, diphtheria, pertussis, measles, mumps, rubella 
and polio. Parents are informed at preschool registration and during the year, 
when necessary, of immunization requirements and of the free immunization 
clinics provided by the Pemi-Baker Home Health Agency. There have been a 
small number of cases of chickenpox so far, this year at Thornton. The nurse 
reports all communicable diseases to the Bureau of Disease Control. 


First through fifth grade students, with parental permission, are brushing 
and flossing (fifth only) their teeth daily, and using a fluoride rinse once a 
week. This program is sponsored by the New Hampshire Department of Den- 
tal Health, but it is the effort of the classroom teachers that makes the program 
work. The nurse plans, organizes and oversees this dental program. 


This fall, fifth and seventh grade students and those new to the school, with 
parental permission, had physical exams by Dr. Steven Elgert. He found the 
students to be in good health. 


Screening tests are conducted on all students, and those include: vision, 
hearing, height, weight and color vision. Blood pressure and scoliosis screen- 
ing are done in grades 5-8. Referrals are made and followed up. Some funding 
is available by state and local agencies. Head lice screening has been done, at 
which time only one case was found, which was promptly and propertly 
treated. 


The school nurse is responsible for administering the free and reduced 
lunch program which is federally funded. June Grace heads the school lunch 
program, providing good, nutritious meals to the students. 
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Preschool registration is held at Thornton School and involves the nurse, 
the kindergarten teacher, the speech pathologist, and the resource room 
teacher. Preschool hearing and vision are checked at the clinic held at 
Plymouth Area School. The nurse is responsible for enforcing RSA 200:32 re- 
quiring physical exams for all first time entrees. 


Cumulative health records are maintained on all students, including health 
history, immunizations, medical examinations, screening results, medical re- 
commendations, referrals, nurse and teacher observations, and other supple- 
mental records. 


Lastly, my role in promoting and protecting the physical and emotional 
health of the students has been greatly enhanced by weekly meetings with the 
guidance counselor, Mrs. L. Mattson.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
1986 


The enrollment of Thornton Central School as of December 15, 1986 was 
122 students. This represents a 13% increase in enrollment over last year at 
this time. Grades K-3 have been hit the hardest with class sizes averaging 16 
students. The enrollment in grades K-3 is presently 63 students compared to 
the following numbers in recent years:

1982 K-3 42 students 
1983 K-3 47 students

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This summer Sirius Cable Systems wired our building for cable television. 
The school is now wired for closed circuit television and through a federal 
grant and donations has video equipment that is compatible with the system. 
Our hope is we will eventually be able to show various school activities over 
the local cable channel. 


Eighth graders are also assembling a yearbook - a first for our school. We 
are presently in our second year of mini courses for our upper grade students. 
With the help of many parents we have been able to offer such activities as 
Leaded Glass, Crafts, Yoga and Calligraphy. 


Last year was the first year of the state’s mandated CAT tests. Overall our 
students did well. In general, grades 4 and 8 ranked in the top 25% in the state. 
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REPORT FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


School Administrative Unit #48 has entered a decisive period in its history. 
School boards and taxpayers in all seven districts will be faced with the deci- 
sion whether they wish to consider a 7-12 cooperative school district as re- 
commended in the study recently conducted by Dr. Richard Goodman. There 
is no doubt that for one reason or another more space is needed in all schools 
except Waterville Valley. In some cases, major renovations or additions will 
be needed well before a cooperative could be created. 


A perusal of area newspapers will reveal that most of our lakes region 
school districts are facing similar decisions. The need in our districts has come 
about because of a series of events including: enrollment increases, new prog- 
rams, building code mandates, and aging buildings. In some instances, we 
have overused our facilities to the point where we are not providing the level 
of educational quality the community expects. I am pleased that during my ad- 
ministration, serious discussions were initiated, and I am confidents that all 
options will be considered and a solution to the space issue found. 


While much of our attention in the central office has been focused on the 
improvement of school facilities, we have not lost sight of our primary mis- 
sion to provide a sound educational program for all children. During 1985-86 
the elementary science program was revised as was the computer literacy 
program. Phase II of the reading curriculum project is now under way and a 
committee of teachers is reviewing the social studies program. All elementary 
schools are now members of the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. An evaluation process will begin during the 1987-88 school year as 
a provision of this affiliation. 


We are proud of our School Administrative Unit employees. They continu- 
aly put their best foot forward on behalf of our pupils. Just recently we learned 
that Mr. Thomas Duda from Plymouth Area High School has been selected 
New Hampshire Industrial Arts Teacher of the Year. Sally Webb Jensen of the 
Holderness Central School has distinguished herself for her work in law-re- 
lated education. Gloria Sterling, a foreign language teacher at Plymouth Area 
High School, was granted the first sabbatical leave for professional develop- 
ment given in quite some time. Many others have received recognition from 
students, colleagues, colleges, and professional organizations. I salute them! 
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This is my last report as your superintendent. Allow me to thank you for the 
privilege of serving in this role. School Administrative Unit #48 is an excel- 
lent school system striving to be the best. I have no doubt that the School Ad- 
ministrative Unit #48 family will achieve its goal.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1985-1986 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total 
amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following quotation: 
“Reports. Each Superintendent of a School Administrative Unit shall annu- 
ally prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in 
detail the amount paid by the state and each local school district and their share 
of same . . . Said report shall be included in the annual report of the respective 
school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be made for 
each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business administrator 
if any is in service in the unit.” 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the 
previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $40,628.10 which was 
received by the Superintendent of Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 
during 1985-1986 was prorated among the school districts comprising the 
School Administrative Unit. Allowance for $1,833.39 travel within the Unit 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of $15,584.12 for the Assistant Superintendent during 1985- 
1986 and travel allowance within the Unit of $874.93 was prorated as stated 
above.
